In 1811, at the Shepard hostelry in 
beautiful Newton, Connecticut, still the 
home of the present Yankee Drover Inn 
Dr. Gideon Shepard, who gave up a 
medical practice to enjoy running this 
Inn, a gesture followed later by several 
doctors in other communities, put out an 
illustrated sign reading A Plain Tavern 
Run by a Plain Man for Plain People 

The Bunch of Grapes,” an illustrated 
exterior sign used by several old Inns, was 
also the marker for an early Hartford 
tavern. A bunch of grapes were part of 





the seal of Connecticut. And, of course 
the Blach Horse sign in Hartford Con
